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Student center 
robbed of goods

An estimated $15,000 in office and leisure materials as well as items 
from the Santa Ana College Bookstore were stolen from the Johnson 
Campus Center over last weekend, Student Activities Dean Don 
McCain told el Don Monday. 

The upstairs campus center television was taken, as well as a copy- 
making machine estimated at a cost of $10,000 to $11,000, McCain said. 
Two electric typewriters valued at $900 each were taken from Student 
Activities offices. A class ring set and a Cross pen and pencil display 
valued collectively at $1,289 were lifted from the bookstore. 

Discovery of the theft came shortly before 9 a.m. Sunday morning. 
Student Activities Coordinator Darlene Jacobson was picking up things 
for the Rancho Santiago District Picnic when she found her quarters in 
disarray. 

Walking back toward the Student Government section of the building, 
Jacobson discovered that the copy machine was missing. Her typewriter 
and the desk it had been bolted to were also gone along with files that 
contained all the contracts for upcoming student activities. 

“Just about everything that had to do with this year’s programs was in 
that desk,” said Jacobson of the robbery. 

Authorities could find no signs of forced entry, leading to the 
speculation by some that the culprits may have had a key to the building 
and were familiar with the center’s layout. It is probable, sources said, 
that more than one person was involved and that a truck or some such 
large vehicle would have been needed to move the heavy equipment. 

The TV set was not discovered missing until Monday when the Santa 
Ana Police were called into the investigation. 

The robbery is believed to have taken place sometime between late 
Saturday afternoon and 9 a.m. Sunday. Jacobson and members of 
Student Government were working on the construction of “Grave 
Misgivings,” the ASSAC-sponsored haunted house, in the center 
Saturday afternoon. 

According to Jacobson, a group of cheerleaders came back from the 
SAC-San Diego football game at 1 a.m. and saw nothing. About an hour 
later, team equipment managers returned and also reported nothing 
unusual. 

Ron Sabo, business manager of the bookstore, said that in addition to 
the class ring and expensive Cross pen displays, some Bic pens were 
taken. 

“It seems that they were after gold,” Sabo explained, “It’s funny they 
took the (less expensive) Bics. But the back of the store doesn’t seem to 
have been touched.” 

The stolen merchandise was all insured, according to SAC President 
Bill Wenrich. “I’ve asked the district police and the Santa Ana Police to 
make a full report,” Wenrich said of the steps taken in the aftermath of 
what is reportedly one of the largest thefts in school history. The Johnson’ 
Center opened just 13 months ago.

The group looked like a small parade going down 
Santa Ana Boulevard last Saturday, but the estimated 
250 voices shouting, “No jail! No jail!” left no doubt 
they were actually an organized demonstration. 

With balloons, signs and their children in tow, the 
Santa Ana Neighborhood Organizations (SANO), 
peacefully marched to the Orange County Jail. They 
were protesting against the possibility of an additional 
inmate facility being built there. 

The rally began at the City Hall Annex where Sam 
Romero, president of SANO, introduced First 
District Supervisor Roger Stanton, to the assembly. 

“It is not an acceptable site,” Stanton emphatically 
stated to the crowd. “I won’t let this be shoved down 
our throats.” 

The supervisor was objecting to the fact that the 
jail’s 7.2-acre parking lot is one of five sites being 
considered for a 45-acre medium/maximum security 
detention facility. 

The other four locations recommended to the 
county by the Correctional Needs and Facilities 
Advisory Committee are: 

e In Santa Ana Canyon at Weir Canyon Road, 
between the Riverside Freeway and the Santa Ana 
River. 

e On the south side of Trabuco Road between 
Sand Canyon Avenue and the El Toro Marine Air 
Station. 

e Between the Santa Ana Exgeway and the air 
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Medium/Maximum Security Detention Facility’s 
proposed site adjacent to the Orange County 
Jail.

station southeast of Sand Canyon Avenue (Orange 
County Raceway). 

e A quarter of a mile east of the air station and north 
of Trabuco Road, by the James A. Musick honor farm 
facility. 

While it is agreed county-wide that by the year 2000 
an additional 13 thousand-bed facility will be needed, 
there is major discord about in whose neighborhood it 
should be constructed. 

Stating that building a new detention center at the 
Musick honor farm site “violates the inherent 
constitutional right of citizens to feel safe,” the Lake 
Forest II Master Homeowners board of directors 
maintains that the facility should be added to the 
existing jail. 

Stanton, however, contends that the residents 
near all the areas under study have the same rights, 
but that the Musick farm would be a better location. 

Fausto Reyes, Stanton’s executive assistant, 
explained that there are numerous homes 
surrounding the jail, while the only residential area 
near the Musick site is on the southeast side and 
about half a mile away. 

In a project description handed out by the county, 
all five sites up for study have a parcel size of over 45 
acres, except the jail which has only 7.2 acres on 
which to build. 

“Can you picture the county putting a 45-acre 
facility on a seven acre lot?” questioned Father Wil 
Davis, pastor of Saint Joseph Parish in Santa Ana, as 
he marched with the protesters. 

“It’s a frightening prospect,” he continued. “The 
inmates would be housed in an inhuman setting, 
enclosed like animals.”

Brown has hectic pace

As the 1982 campaign draws toa 
close, the hectic pace has become 
totally frenetic. Last Saturday, 
senatorial candidate Jerry Brown 


_ served as Grand Marshal in a 


parade, attended private meetings 
with people influential to the 
campaign, spoke at a fund raising 
event in Laguna Hills and went 
directly from there to a get-out- 
the-vote rally in Garden Grove. 

He was interviewed, photo- 
graphed by the press and taped for 
a segment of the NBC’s The 
Today Show. 

The frantic pace of the 
campaign may have been getting 
to the governor by his 8:30 p.m. 
speech on Saturday as he went to 
thank Garden Grove Mayor John 
Cannon and said, “...the next, the 
best, the always mayor of...???-- 
whatever.” 

Never one to let embarrassment 
show,the governor accepted the 
good-natured jibes from the purely 
Democratic crowd and continued 
with his thanks to others who have 
been helpful in his campaign. 

The only other evidence that he 
has begun to tire in his pursuit of 
the senatorial plum, occurred just 
a few minutes later as Brown 
stumbled through a sentence that

the rally, Brown disappeared from 
public view for a few hours, only to 
surface again on Sunday morning 
at a student press conference at 
the Burbank airport.

If you only heard Ruth Mills’s voice, you would probably never guess 
her age. 

In person there are some clues, but her vitality and energy still might 
easily fool you. 

Veteran radio talk show host, successful businesswoman, magazine 
writer and semi-professional actress, Ruth Mills is 94 years old. She will 
be speaking on campus on Older Adults Day Nov. 10, a program 
sponsored by New Horizons Senior Services. 

Though aware of her special place as an active older adult. Mills does 
not believe that it should be different for anyone else, “I feel that 
successful aging means continuing to do things that interest you,” she 
explained in her Santa Monica apartment. “Each age has its own beauty, 
both mental and spiritual.” 

The key for quality living in any age, Mills said, is a love of life. “I, for 
one, am tremendously excited about life. m interested in so many 
things!” she exclaimed. i 

This curiosity and drive has led to a life filled with unique activities and 
distinguished honors. She graduated from the Music Conservatory in 
Michigan and then went on to direct music at a Chicago girls’ school. 

Later, she worked as a real estate agent in Illinois and Florida. Back 
singing in Illinois, Mills was asked to take over a radio talk show at the 
Rockford station. After doing radio programs for a few other stations, 
she landed a job with an NBC affiliate in Philadelphia where she stayed 
for 16 years, doing two shows daily. 

Asked about the problems of being a career woman in those times, 
Mills replied, “We weren’t conscious of any discrimination. It was a man’s 
world then and everyone accepted it.” 

In 1949 Mills won one of the first Freedom Foundation Awards, 
presented to her by General Eisenhower. She considers this and her 
Woman of the Year award given to her for outstanding service to the city 
of Santa Monica, as the highpoints in her life. 

She received the latter honor after six years of doing a program called 
“The Art of Being Your Age” for the Santa Monica Coliege Station, 
KCRW-FM. Her talk show continues to be aired every Monday from 
12:30 till 1 p.m. 

Commenting on popular misconceptions towards older adults, Mills 
said, “Part of the problem is the picture that the elderly themselves have 
created.” 

Many people think that life stops at retirement, but Mills says, “If you 
retire from living, too, then that’s a very bad thing.” 

Mills’s radio program also has many young listeners. How does she 
transcend the generation gap? 

“I think the younger generation would like older people if they weren’t 
so dull,” she responded. Mills believes that older adults have much to 
share, especially about memories of a time gone by. 

“Life was much more gentle and orderly,” she reminisced. “The 
thought of destruction wasn’t considered, except natural disasters.” 

She also believes that ideas such as “truth” and “integrity” were not 
scorned. “People think you’re a fool if you talk like that anymore: Kids 
are learning greed and insincerity today, with their parents’ approval.” 

By hosting a radio show that touches on topics as diverse as 
communicating with dolphins to volunteer services open to older adults, 
by publishing articles, and with a recent appearance on TV’s Real 
People show, Ruth Mills, at the ripe young age of 94, is still as vibrant as 
ever. : 

Quoting one ot her favorite authors, Norman Cousins, she says, 
“Death is not the tragedy. The tragedy is dying while you’re still alive.”

From a less colorful character 
than Brown, the cliches could have 
been stifling. The governor, 
however, carries such an 
astonishing file of information in 
his head, that his rapid and 
complete answers to the staccato 
fire of questions from the 
reporters, reduced the offense toa 
simple case of ‘‘slightly 
overdramatic.” 

There is irony in this senatorial 
race. Pete Wilson, Brown’s 
opponent, has repeatedly said 
about the governor, “He will make 
the same kind of senator as he has 
been a governor of California.. and 
that is why you should elect me.” 

Shrugging off the implied 
indictment in Wilson’s statement, 
Brown says, “Some people say 
that as governor I’ve been one of 
the best senators that California 
has ever had.” 

Brown hit hard on the subject of 
education at the student press 
conference. He emphasized the 
need for technologically trained 
minds. Math, science and 
computer science are the fields of 
the future, he said, pointing out 
that our schools have fallen 
seriously behind those of Russia 
and Japan in these areas. 

“The wealth of the future 
derives from the human mind,”

was the bottom line of Brown’s 
expansive discussion of our 
educational system. 


He attacked the government 
spending program, indicating that 
there was too much wasteful 
military spending. Citing as an 
example the MX missile he said, 
“That can certainly be cut.” 

Since the MX missile is largely 
being built in California, it was 
inevitable that the question of an 
adverse effect on our economy 
would arise. 

“There is a lot of the MX built 
here, that’s true,” he admitted. 
“But remember, we want to build a 
bullet train, we want to expand 
NASA, we want to do a lot of 
things in the whole computer and 
technology industry and that 
should make up for any particular 
loss of that (the MX). 

“I don’t think jobs alone are a 
sufficient justification. It’s a factor 
that a senator ought to take into 
account, but for a bad, dangerous 
system, I don’t think it’s reason 
enough.”

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Frequently accused of flip- 
flopping his beliefs, the governor 
seems to be slightly less consistent 
as the exhausting pace of the 
campaign trail increases. 

Not only did he express the view 
that jobs in California aren't 
sufficient justification for the MX 
missile, when his overall platform 
stresses high unemployment as 
one of the most damning sins of 
the Reagan administration, but his 
consistency on budget deficits has 
come under serious question.

A group of screaming inmates are pounding on the shatter-proof 
glass windows of the control tower. They’re threatening to beat and 
kick to death a hostage guard if they are not let in. Officers Lucero and 
de Baca steadfastly refuse them entry. 

The enraged prisoners pummel the window with lead pipes. 
Suddenly a fire extinguisher is thrown at the windown and the guards 
out, leaving behind the keys to the entire institution, as well as their 
weapons. : 

That is the picture W.G. Stone paints of the beginning of the New 
Mexico Penitentiary riot in this novel, The Hate Factory. Stone’s 
book is full of riveting vignettes like the one described above. The 
horrible deaths inflicted on informers, the desperate escape of the 
Black Muslims from the madness of the inmate-controlled prison and 
the “treatments” given by the resident psychologist that resemble 
those of a Nazi mad doctor, are retold in lurid detail. 

This is not.simply an exciting and easily read story. It is also an 
impassioned plea for prison reform. The philosophy of punishment 
instead of rehabilitation is refuted very articulately by Stone. 

In the last chapter, he recounts the costs to the state caused by the 
riot, the legal fees to prosecute the riot leaders, the damage to the 
building, payments to relative of the dead inmates who filed law suits, . 
the hospital bills for the injured guards and the $1 million paid for extra 
law enforcement to help quell the disturbance. 

Since the author is a former inmate and witnessed what went on, 
the book’s point of view is somewhat prejudiced against the warden, 
the deputy warden and the guards. 

But Stone does not hesitate to condemn the rioters who savagely 
butchered and raped in an orgy of violence. 

After reading this book, though, one cannot help conclude that the 
ultimate responsibility for the riot must be laid at the doorstep of the 
prison administration. This is concisely stated in the quote Stone uses 
to preface chapter 2. ; 


“So we're all even, right? I did it, I’m here for doing it. 
Fair and square, no complaint, paying my debt to the 
Man. But brother, you got to understand’that’s just the 
way it ought to be, that’s not the way it is. That Man is 
committing crimes against me every day I’m here. And 
nobody’s saying anything about it.”

“The right foot,” he orders. They skip on the right foot. 

A minute later he calls, “the left foot.” they skip on the left foot.

Minute after minute they alternate feet as he barks out the commands, 
just like a drill instructor. 

And they keep it up until they are ready to drop, until they can’t possibly 
make another move. But he keeps exhorting them to make that extra 
effort, to give all they have to give. , 

“There is nobody in better physical Condition than the wrestler,” 
Glassey says with pride. “They have to be physically tough and mentally 
tlough to win while in pain.” 

It all starts with the workouts. The athletes train and wrestle seven 
ays a week. On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, Friday and Sunday they 
vorkout two to three hours, do five to 10 miles running, and lift weights 
‘very other day. On Wednesday and Saturday they compete. 

During the matches Glassey becomes very intense.He movesas 'the 
combatants move. He takes a ready stance, his mouth becomes taut and 
thin, his eyes become hard. He perspires. It is as if he were on the mat, 
doing the actual wrestling. He grimaces with each hold or throw the 
contestants make. 

And he is vocal. He exhorts them. He pleads with them. He cheers 
them on or yells at them if he thinks they are getting lazy or not giving 
their all. And after the match, he is the first one to congratulate the men 
that gave it everything they had--winner or loser. 

Glassey wrestled at Cal State Fullerton, taking second place in two 
Pacific Coast Athletic Association meets. Before coming to SAC, he was 
head coach at Sonoma High Schdol. He takes over for Frank Addleman 
who successfully coached the Dons for 18 years. Addleman is still on the 
staff as an assistant coach. 

Glassey’s philosophy of coaching is simple. “I give my men 110 
percent, and I expect them to give me 110 percent,” he says.
